The nigut >T»tchmen at the Eastern 
Penitentiary of Pennsylvania have very 
ablo assistant* in brute companions, 
whose instinct nnd miperior training is 
little less than remarkable. Ttieso are 
trained watch-dogs, nine altogether, em- 
bracing one fall mastiff', two full blood- 
hounds and tho rest half-breed blood- 
hounds. Tbey are kept iu threo distinct 
kennels, in as many separate iuclosures, 
into whioh the prison-yard is divided. 
The' fences divide them and they never 
meet. Certain indications have showed 
that if thej did there would bo several 
very tough dog-fight?. When tho night 
watchmen tiro on duty the dogs are un- 
leashed and accompany them on their, 
patrol, but tho canine guards are more 
ofl'ectivo in their way, as they penetrate 
the angles and out-of-the-way places, 
■w hile the human watchmen follow tho 
beaten piths. If the dogs hear any uu- 
ncual n;ise, or find anything irregular, 
they uotily the guard by a sharp bark.

H the Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Time* is to be believed, 
President Garfield was surrounded by 
a set of unprincipled sharpers, whose 
sole object was to advance the interests 
of themselves and their friends.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
"What a Roc sat Travollcr Szvr Horo. 

Mr. Robert Dalgish of Montreal who 
lately visited Victoria contributes to the 
Montreal Ihrulda. very readable account 
says :Kounding Flattery Rocks off Washing- 
ton of his travels: Of British Columbia he 
Territory, and passing Noah Bay up 
through the Straits of San Juan de Fuca, 
a most enjoyable and lovely sail, I 
reached tho pretty town of 

VICTORIA, 11. C. , 

on Vancouver's Island, and, thanks to tho 
kindness of my friends, Mr. Roderick 
Finhvyson, and others, my stay there was 
made most enjoyable. Victoria is cosily 
situated, seemingly under the care of the 
mountains on the mainland, the first range 
of which was free from snow, but tho 
further range, probably the most pictur- 
esque I have seen in America, towering 
high up in the heavens and entirely cov- 
ered with snow, gave the place quite a 
Swiss appearance. It was the third of 
April when I was there. and all was green, 
spring dowers shooting forth abundantly, 
while my letters from Montreal told 1110 
the river was still firm and trains were 
crossing on the ico. The wholesale stores 
in Victoria are much more abundant than 
I expected to find, and the merchants 
Vhere are of a distinctly superior class, evi- 
dently having received their primary edu- 
cation in old country cities. The stocks 
are large, and when 1 mention the §000,- 
000 stock of dry goods, groceries, liquors, 
&c, held there by the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany alone, you will realize that the peo- 
ple of Victoria have a good choice of 
fabrics. Tho coal interest on the Island, 
carried on principally by Mr. Dunsmuir 
on the east side, is immense, and many 
streams ply regularly to San Francisco 
with coal cargoes, the quantity of our 
mineral commanding a better price than 
the coal of Seattle, W. T., and other 
United States mines. I drove out to 

ESQVIMALT, 
about four miles from Victoria, a magnifi- 
cent harbor, which guided our govern- 
ment to choose that place for adrydock, a 
mammoth undertaking, about half com- 
pleted, and work now going on. The 
British government supplement the cost 
by giving £TiO,000, with tho proviso that 
it is constructed large enough to take in 
her largest frigate. Construction piles 
on this coast will only last some two or 
threo years; in that time they become 
perfectly honey-combed by the worms of 
the Pacific Ocean, the only remedy being 
a copper covering, which adds greatly to 
the expense of pier building, etc. The 
water there is beautifully clear, and filled 
with various kinds of small fish; objects 
aro quite plain at a depth of ,'!0 feet or 
more. Returning from Esquhmdt 1 drove 
round Beacon Hill Park, line lawns stud- 
ded with large trees, where hundreds con- 
gregate for pickuicking, swinging, cricket 
and other games. Before I left Victoria 
tho "Winnipeg boom" was just cropping 
out, a merchant having just received 11 
check for $15,000 from a Montreal syndi- 
cate for a parcel of lots, some under water 
and some above water, in New Westmin- 
ster archly remarked, "They gave §15,000 
because the)' did not know New West- 
minster and Port Moody lots as well as I 
do." Under t ho hospitable mahogany of 
Mr. Finlayson, late of the Hudson Bay 
Company, who now owns a beautiful 
estate of 300 acres just outside of Victoria 
limits, many good stories were told me by 
him after dinner over a bottle of good old 
Hudson's Bay port. 

I would advise anyone visiting Victoria 
to stay at the Driard House; one of the 
partners of this well-kept hotel receives 
you, while tho other cooks your dinner, 
and such cooking you seldom enjoy. 1 
was so struck with tho charming manner 
in which my breakfast, lunches and din- 
ners were cooked and served, it being so 
exceptional, that I asked where the cool; 
hailed from, and I was informed that he 
had boon cook for many years for the 
Duke of Brunswick. His efforts tire well 
known over the country, the saying be- 
ing oven in Portland, "Lot us go fu Vie 
toria and get a good dinner al the 
Driard."

MR. HAMILTON'S MISSING DAUGH- 
TER. 

Hor Romalns Found.— Hor Fato Still a 
Mystery. 

Our Lake La Hache correspondent says: 
Our neighborhood was quite excited last 
week over the finding of tho remains of 
Mr. Gavin Hamilton's little daughter, 
who, it will be remembered, was missed 
from hor home on the fifth of September 
of last year; no tidings being received of 
her until the present. 

Tho body, dismembered limbs and 
skull were discovered by an Indian wo- 
man about three quarters of a mile, in 
the woods back of the 50-Mile House. 

Various are the conjectures as to 
whether or not the child was able to walk 
that far, through the dense underbrush 
and fallen timber, which lie on the way. 
So highly improbable is it, indeed, that 
during the general search it never oc- 
curred to one of the eight men present to 
look more than half that distance, nor to 
the distracted mother to go so far, though 
she searched the woods in all directions, 
for days and weeks, after every one else 
had given up. 

The remains were interred without any 
official formality, such being deemed un- 
necessary, as the body was so slight that 
fracturing or otherwise may have been 
caused by its being dragged about 
by animals, as it had apparently been, the 
various limbs and skull being quite a dis- 
tance apart. 

Mystery and trickery veil the whole 
affair; under the circumstances, individual 
views are formed by almost every one 
who, so to speak, looks tho various points 
in tho face. Time may solve the mystery 
of her fate.

Just a3 tho thrifty, industrious farmers 
and stock-raisors of settlements in New 
Westminster district had recovered from 
the disastrous effects of the 1870 floods, 
and when a much larger area of land was 
under crop with the certainty of com- 
manding good cash prices, down came a 
mighty torrent from the mountains, 
overflowing the river banks, backing up 
all the streams and sloughs, and covering 
the grain and hay fields with water. On 
the Sumas prairie alone there are ."0,000 
acres of the choicest arable land over- 
flowed. Tho water is about three inches 
higher than it was six years ago, and tho 
rise was so rapid and unexpected (as ex- 
treme high water has not come in any 
year since the settlement of tho lower 
Eraser till nearly a month later) that it 
was with groat difficulty stock could bo 
removed. Many animals are now suf- 
fering severely and standint! in from a 
foot to three feet of water. . The difficulty 
of getting them to tho high ground and 
mountains is very great, to say nothing 
of the danger of wading over the prairie, 
swimming the hollows and sloughs and 
mad streams before dry ground can be 
reached. Several losses have occurred 
already. Mr. Keith had nine head 
drowned and several other fanners lost 
threo or four each. A number of familien 
were obliged to abandon their comfort- 
able, and in sumo instances, almost lux- 
urious homes and fly to the mountains for 
sholtor. Others have gone to their 
neighbours whose holdings are not so 
much under water as their own. With 
but one exception every house on the 
Sumas prairie is surrounded by water, 
the depth varying from six inches to 
throe or four feet. Fences, outhouses, 
fanning implements, cordwood, furniture 
and trees ate carried off and float pro- 
miscuously together with tho current. A 
largo number of the settlors will lose 
§500 to $2000 each. Many are entirely 
ruined, and to save their families from 
absolute want will be obliged to abandon 
their farms and go to work as day- 
laborers on tho railroad. A pretty time, 
this, to offer New Westminster property 
for sale for taxes.

Well informed persons believe, if the 
attempts of Dervisch Pasha at concilia 
tion fail, Arabi Pasha will cut telegraphic 
connection, take hostages and openly 
defy the Porto. 

Cairo, June 0.— Arabi Pasha, replying 
to the request of tho Sultan to stop con- 
struction of earthworks at Alexandria, 
said it was not undertaken with tho ob- 
ject of strengthening the fortifications, 
but (July to effect repairs, and the work 
was carried out with tho idea of calming 
tlio natives, who are becoming excited 
by the menacing attitude of thesquadrons.
